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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No prior art has been found to anticipate or render obvious the presently claimed subject matter. 
Specifically, the examiner agrees with the Applicant, that none of the prior art of record discloses the 
method for treating electroluminescent phosphor having a coating of metal oxide, said method comprising 
the steps of: 

a) providing a fluidized bed of coated electroluminescent phosphor; 

b) vaporizing water in a carrier gas to form a first gas; 

c) vaporizing an organotrichlorosilane compound in a carrier gas to form a second gas; 

d) passing the first gas and the second gas through the fluidized bed to fomn a siloxane coating 
on the electroluminescent phosphor.
